Murder of Foster Certain to Be 
Fearfully Avenged, 


NEGROES ARE WELL GUARDED 


But Foster’s Friends Are Only Wait- 
ing To Secure Some Informa- 
tion Before They Begin 
Work of Vengeance—Ed- 

. wards Not Taken. 


Shreveport, La., June 14.—The situation 
In this city cleared considerably today, 
although it cannot be truthfully said that 
the anxiety is at ‘an end. The negroes 
B.~pected of complicity in the murder of 
John Gray Foster are confined in the Ben- 
ton jail under a strong guard, but the 
talk of lynching is still general. This 
talk is by no means idie gossip, but the 
result of a well conceived plan to avenge 


the death ol Mr. Foster. 
The loudesttalkers in the Bossier af- 


fair have by means been the mest im- 
portant factors. Throughout the irouble 
there has been one element of the popt- 
lation which kept to itself. It did not 
mingle with the mob, though in a certain 
sense it constituted a mob in itself. 

This quiet crowd was really a well or- 
ganized band of avengers; ‘its feaders 
were close friends of the dead man, and 
its chief purpose was to bring about the 
summary execution of ‘‘Prophet’’ Smith 
and his partners. While others were 
boisterous the members of this crowd 
moved and acted in secret. It was by far 
the most dangerous element in the Bos- 
sier trouble. 

Determined To Avenge. 

The crowd is still held together and it 
is just as determined to avenge the death 
of Foster as it was two days ago. it was 
learned tonight that this afternoon hada 


been derided upon as the time for !ynch-

Foster, who stated that they desired to 
Speak with the negroes before .passing 
judgment on thelr case. 

These parties, whose names are con- 
cealed, .for obvious reasons will leave for 
Benton tomorrow to interview ‘‘Prophet’’ 
Smith and others who are confined with 
him. Upon the result of these iaterviews 
hinges the fate of the Benton prisoners. 

The correctness of this statement is 
borne out by the fact that the sheriff of 
Bossier parish was informed this after- 
noon of the threatened lynching and 
threw an extra guard around the prison 
in which the men and «women 
are confined. The guard is strong enovigh 
to protect the prisoners if it will but’ act 
in good faith. 

The march to Benton from Kinnebrew’'s 
store early this morning was uneventful. 
The crowd followed the railroad track 
and reached Benton shortly after Gay- 
light. Trere was not the slightest s.gn 
of excitement at the place when the pris- 
oners and guards reached it and the ne- 
groes were at omce turned over to the 
jailor. 

“Prophet” Smith Went to Sleep. 

“Prophet” Smith sank down upon the 
floor of his cell and fell as:eep vefore the 
guards could count three. McLand laid 
beside him and was soon asleep. The 
women alone remained awake and kept 
watch.

BEHEADED HER IN HIS ROOM. 


Further Details About the Murder 
of Mrs. Blondin. 

Boston,. June 14.—The belief that Mrs. 
Margaret Blondin was murdered in her 
room at 43 Green street on the evening 
of April 27th is gaining ground in police 
circles in this city. The express man who 
took the Blondin trunk away from the 
boarding house on Green street was Wil- 
liam Dean. Dean remembered the inci- 
dent as it was raining hard and as the 
man who engaged him rode with him. 

Dean says he saw a check placed on 
the trunk before he left. Blondin had a 
ticket for Montreal. Blondin met no wo- 
man at the station. The baggage checker 
at the station corroborates Dean’s story. 

Special Officer Chanvman this afternoon 
also found the express man who called 
for Blondin's trunk at the latter's lodge- 
ings on Howard street last Wednesday. 
He took it to the South Union station. 
The express man told the police officials 
oe he checked the trunk to Spring- 

eld.

Colonel Hemphill and Norman 
Walker Tell What Press Has 
Done and Richards and 
Helpe: Speak for the 
Southern Railroads. 


Philadelphia, June 14.—The concluding 
session of the Southern Industrial con- 
vention was one of the most interesting 
of the meeting. 

“The Press of the South and Its Rela- 
tions to the Industrial Development of 
the South’’ was presented by Colonel W. 
A. Hemphill, of The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, and discussed by representatives of 
other southern newspapers. 

After calling the convention to order 
President Hargrove in a brief speech re- 
signed his office in favor of Colonel W. 
A. Hemphill, of Atlanta, first vice presi- 
dent. Mr. Hargrove has been in ill 
health for some time. 

On the subject of the work of the rail- 
roads.in the development of the south 
M. V. Richards, of the Southern railway, 
said the railway system increases the 
needs and demands of the people and 
furnishes the means of supplying these 
demands. Railroads, he said, develop 
and foster industry and lead to progress 
by broadening the lines of business. The 
railways of the south, said Mr. Rich- 
ards, have given labor and money tg 
further the industrial progress of the 
southern states. 

Alexander Helper, Jr., of Baltimore, 
read a paper entitled ‘‘Why Our Manu- 
facturers, Our Merchants, Our Farmers 
Throughout the Country Should be the 
Staunch Friends of Our Railroads.”’ 

What South Owes to Railroads. 

He said in part: 

“The vigorous and progressive south 
ment chiefly to the railroads that trav-

“It is a fact beyond contradiction,” 
continued Mr. Helper, ‘“‘that wherever 
good railways have been constructed, the 
cost of trahsportation has been enor- 
mously decreased.’’ 

President Hemphill introduced the sub- 
ject of newspapers by stating that im- 
mediately after the war he established 
The Atlanta Constitution on the line of, 
industrial improvement and has_ since 
been steadfast to that policy. “‘The day 
is breaking,’’ said Colonel Hemphill. 
‘The sun is beginning to shine over the 
south and the newspapers are the great 
agents in bringing about this happy con- 
dition.”’ 

Norman Walker, of The New Orleans 
Times-Democrat, was the next speaker 
on the subject. He claimed that the be- 
ginning of industrial development in the 
south was due to the southern press. In 
ante-belluth. days the newspapers had 
considered industrial items of no im- 
portance and had not then published 
them; but, beginning in 1880, they had 
gone to work to get the facts. It re- 
quired labor and the expenditure of 
money, but it proved so successful that 
the southern papers were able to see 
that industrial news is the most valu- 
able they can publish. 

For Permanent Waterway. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

“That the Southern Industrial conven- 
tion respectfully recommend to the conr 
gress of the United States the creation 
of board or commission to be composed 
sf eminent civil, military and naval en- 
®»eers, to which shall be committed the 
ca A\and improvement of our rivers, har- 
bors and connecting waterways, in which 
tenure of office shall be permanent un- 
less removal is made for cause, and in 
the service of which promotion shall be 
made in accordance with ability.” 

A resolution was adopted indorsing the 
action of the industrial commission ‘as 
looking to the good of the whole coun- 
try through a scientific solution ef the 
whole question by a non-partisan busi- 


ness body.’ 
Other resolutions were adopted indors- 


Ping the proposed national convention in 


support of the improvement of rivers and 
harbors; indorsing the Louisiana Pur- 
ehase exposition; indorsing the move- 
ment to establish a steamship line be- 
tween this city and New Orleans, and 
memorializing southern state legislatures 
to improve the roads. The convention 
adjourned at 12:15 o’clock. 


COST BIG MONEY TO BUY HIM. 


Salisbury Received $100,000—He 
and Others Are Indicted. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., June 14.—Five in- 
dictments were returned today by the 
grand jury which has been investigating 
an alleged waterworks scandal. The 
names of the indicted men are: Thomas 
F. McGarry, Stilson V. MacLeod, L. K. 
Salsbury, Gerrit Albers and Henry A. 
Tavlor, of New York. Tay‘tor’s arrest was 
ordered in New York by wire. The local 
men are now in custody. 

Salsbury, MacLeod and the others were 
arraigned in the superior court this after- 
noon. Salsbury is charged in the indict- 
ment with receiving a bribe of $25,000 from 
McGarry and $75,000 from MacLeod. Al- 
bers is charged .with offering a bribe of 
$3,000 to Alderman Renthan. Albers 
pleaded not guilty. In the cases of Sals- 
burp and MacLeod a motion was made to 
have the cases referred back to the circuit 
court on the ground that the warrants 
should have been issued from that court. 
The motion was granted, but the three 
respondents were held under $5,000 bonds 
each to appear in the-superior court on

SCORES OF PERSONS PERISH 


BY COLLISION OF STEAMERS. 


NN NIGHT ROBES. 
THEY FLED FIRE 


Palatial West Baden Hotel is 
Reduced to Ashes, 


GUESTS BARELY ESCAPED 


Of Nearly 300 Persons in House, It 
Is Believed Not One Was Lost. 
Sprang from Their Beds 
and Fled from Burning 
Building. 


West Baden, Ind., June 14.—Of the 268 
persois who were in the Mineral Springs 
hotel fire here this morning it is now 
believed that every one escaped with his 
life. 

Nearly all the guests are at French 
Lick. The loss on the hotel building is 
estimated at $250,000, with insurance ag- 
gregating $110,000, In addition to this, the 
loss in diamonds, jewelry and clothing be- 
longing to the guests will, it is estimated, 
reach $50,000. The hotel will be rebuilt 
as soon as possible. 

Sixty persons left this morning for Chi- 
cago, many of them dressed in odd pieces 
of clothing picked up from as many 
sources. 

The: fire started in the hotel kitchen, 
which was located on the ground floor 
immediately under two rows of sleeping 
rooms, all of which were occupied. The 
night watchman attempted to extinguish 
the blaze with hand grenades, but seeing 
that his attempts were in vain he rushed 
to the office notifying the night clerk, 
and together they ran rapidly through 
the halls, kicking open doors and yell- 
ing ‘‘fire’’ at the top of their voices. To 
add to the great excitement, it was but 
a few moments after the discovery of the 
fire that the electric light circult was 
burned out, and the panic stricken guests 
groped around in their rooms for wearing 
apparel and other personal property. Out 
of the 268 guests who had registered at 
the hotel the evening before only twelve 
succeeded in escaping. from the burning 
re with all of their personal prop- 
erty. 

Escaped in Night Robes. 

Amy Leslie, the theatrical critic of The 
Chicago News, escaped with nothing but 
her night robe. Miss Leslie's traveling 
wardrobe of today consisted of a night 
dress, a gentieman’s shirt. which she pur- 
chased at the village store and her bath 
robe. Her little niece was provided for 
by an old colored woman, who present- 
ed her with one of her Httle daughter's 
dresses. 

Fifty or sixty female employees 
hotel, who were quartered in the 
on the upper floor of the new bath 
which had just been compieted at a cost 
Of $70,000, escaped uninjured. This build- 
ing, with the hotel, was also destroyed. 

The fire was discovered shortly after 1 
o'clock, and by 1:30 o’clock the entire 
building was a mass of ruins. The build- 
ing was provided with fire escapes, and in 
addition on the front was a spiral escape. 

It was through this that many of the 
guests got out. During the rush for safe- 
ty four ladies became wedged in this spi- 
ral escape, and while in this position 
some one on the upper floor started a 
Small trunk on its rapid descent down 
the winding chute. The ladies were 
scratched and bruised and were not re- 
lieved from their awkward position until] 
one of the guests ran up the chute, and 
after a vigorous tug succeeded in rellev- 
ing the jam and all four ladies slid to the 
ground in safety. 

Some Thrilling Sscapes. 

Colonel Wing, of Cincinnati, police com- 
missioner of Cincinnati, occupied a room 
directly over‘the kitchen. He had a very 
narrow escape, saving nothing but the 
night shirt on his back. Colonel Howarda, 
general agent of a life insurance *om- 
pany, of New York, barely escaped in his 
night c:othing. 

A St. Paul man locked! his door and 
lost his key. He groped around in the 
dark and when nearly suffocated by 
smoke, his door was durst in dy Henry 
Allenburg, of Elwood, who carried him 
in safety to the ground. He arrived from 
Minnesota last night in apitiable con- 
dition from the effects of rheumatism 
He was conveyed to the French Lick ho- 
tel, two miles away. 

Superintendent Clark, of the Elkwood 
Plate Glass Works, and his wife were 
among the guests. After gathering a few 
personal effects together, Mr. Clark in 
the excitement grabbed a woman, sup- 
posing her to be his wife, and carried ner 
screaming from the building. On reaching 
the lawn in front of tie hotel building 
he discovered his mistake and ran back 
into the burning building and in a few 
moments appeared with his wife. 

One woman frantically appealed to 
those about her to save her trunk and 
finally offered $1,000 to any one who wou.:d 
risk their life in an attempt to drag it 
from the building. Of the 28 guests, fif- 
ty-six left for Cincinnati this morning. 
Eighty more left for Chicago on the Mo- 
non.

Diamonds Lost in Flames. 


It is estimated that diamonds to the 
value of $50,000 and from $5,000 to $6,000 in 
cash were lost in the flames. The n.ussive 
fireproof safe in the office contained $10,- 
000 in cash which the guests had deposited 
for safe keeping. The safe is in the cel- 
lar completely covered with the burning 
debris, and jt will not be known for sev- 
eral days whether the valuables contain- 
ed therein are safe. 

The guests were high in the praise of 
the Monon railroad. They boarded the 
trains with absolutely nothing except the 
few articles of wearing apparel they had 
saved from the flames. he officials had 
been notified of their destitute condition, 
their tickets and money having been de- 
stroyed, and it was but a short time until 
a message was received from the general 
superintendent inviting all to proceed to 
Chicago or any other polnt on thelr lne 
free of charge. Women dressed in their 
night robeg, men’s overcvats, hats and 
shoes mingled in the crowd congr.tulai- 
ing each other on their narrow escapes 
from the holocaust, The proprietor of the 
little country store at est Baden did 
a thriving business after the fire. The 
guests, or those of them who saved 
enough money, soon cleaned out his It- 
t'e stock. Women purchased men’s sweat- 
ers, shirts and other articfes of clothing 
and seemed to be porteesy contented with 
these.

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Ferry Steamer Northfield Is 
Rammed by Mauch Chunk 
at New York 


NUMBER OF DROWNED 
MAY NEVER BE KNOWN 


Captain Gully Declares That He Is 
Sure Over a Hundred of the 
Northfield’s Passengers 
Were Lost—Panic Fol- 
lowed Crash. 


New York, Jyne 14.—The wooden side- 
wheeler Northfield, which has been in 
the service of the Staten Island Ferry 
Company for the past 38 years, was 
rammed tonight by the steel hulled pro- 
peller Mauch Chunk, used as a ferry 
boat by the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey. The collision occurred just off 
the Staten island ferry sliv at the foot of 
Whitehall street, and In less than ten 
minutes after the Northfield, which was 
crowded with passengers, sank at the 
outer end of the Spanish line pier in the 
East river. The Mauch Chunk, which 
was badly damaged, landed the two dozen 
passengers who were abroad of her. Over 
a hundred of the passengers of the sunk- 
en Northfield were dragged out of the 
water by people along shore and the 
crews of the fleet of river tugs which 
promptly responded to the ferry boat’s 
call for help. 

A few of the Northfield’s passengers 
were hurt in the accident, and the police 
believe that some lives were lost. Cap- 
tain Dante] Gully, of the tug boat Mu- 
tual, who saw the ferry boats crash to- 
gether, says that immediately after the 
coliision between twenty-five and thirty 
of the passengers leaped into the wa- 
ter and marfv of those perished. 

OVER HUNDRED DROWNED. 

Captain Gully also declares that he is 
sure over a hundred of the Northfield’s 
passengers were drowned. .The captains 
of other tug boats who were early on the 
scene, however, are tnclined to think that 
the disaster was not so serious as regards 
loss of life. Thus far no dead bodies 
have been recovered. — 

The reason for such a difference of 
opinion as to the extent of the disasier 


is that the wildest excitement prevailed 


om the Northfield. The tug Mutual saved 
in all about seventy-five persons from 
the Northfield, and -the tugs Unity and 
Arrow saved between them 15) persons. 

Two policemen of the Old Slip station 
claim to have rescued nearly thirty peo- 
ple between them. As soon as the crowd 
whicn had followed the sinking ferry 
boat along the river front were able 
to render ary ald, they worked with a 
will, and in many instances men sprang 
into the- water to save life. The greatest 
Service was rendered by the tug boats, 
which, as soon as it was possible, cir- 
cled around the Northfield and made a 
bridge to the Spanish line pier, and men 
and women clambered over the tugs to 
the shore. 

The swift running flood tide and the 
question of which boat has the right of 
way was the cause of the disaster. Cap- 
tain Abraham Johnsen wag in charge of 
the Northfield and Captain Ss. c. Griffin 
wis jn command of the Mauch Chunk. 
Each lays the blame for the collision on 
the other. 

HOW BOATS CRASHED. 

The Northfield, with a lead of passen- 
gers variously estimated at between 800 
and 1,200, at 6:01 p. m. started out of the 
west slip at Whitehall street for St. 
George, Staten island, and at 5:53 p. m. 
the Mauch Chunk left the railroad slip at 
Communipaw for Whitehall street. The 
latter craft was abreast of the barge of- 
fice at the battery when the Northfield 
came out of the slip. An exchange of 
whistles between the boats was followed 
by the crash. Captain Griffin apparently 
believed that the Staten island ferry boat 
would be halted until he had worked his 
boat into the upper slip, and, on the 
cther hand, Captain Johnson supposed 
that he would be allowed to cross the 
Mauch Chunk’s bow. When the acci- 
dent appeared irevitable, the speed of 
the Communipaw ferry bcat was reduced 
as much as possible under the circum- 
stances, but bore along by the swift run- 
ning flood tide, head on, the Mauch 
Chuck struck the Northfield on the star- 
board side at the hood of the forward 
ladies’ cabin on the main deck. 
blow was a terrific one and the force of 
it wrecked the steering gear at the for- 
ward end of the Mauch Chunk, tore up 
about ten feet of the main deck, wrecked 
the deck house on the port side and 
broke through the deck rail and threw 
down the stanchions on the forward 
part of the Central railroad boat. 

Ags the bumping of ferry boats is not 
unusual in this harbor. the passengers 
on the Nogrthfield did not, for a minute 
or so, realize the seriousness of the col- 
lisicn. When, however, two firemen ran 
up om deck to save themselves from the 
inflow of water and the Northfield was 
being driven full speed up the East river, 
instead of down toward Staten island 
and all the time screeching for help, they 
knew that something serious had hap- 
pened. ‘ 

Then commenced the panic, which con- 
tinued until the Northfield went down. 
At no time was the Northfield more than 
500 feet out in the river beyond the bulk- 
head line, but the tide was running with 
the velocity of a mill race, and had the 
vessel sunk out in the stream, only the 
tugs would have been able to give as- 
sistance. 

The officials of the State island ferry- 
boat said that there were probably not 
over 600 passengers on the Northfield at 
the time of the collision. The passengers 
say that the usual rush crowd was aboard

MANY CRUSHED 
~IINDER VESSEL 


Transport Ingalls Slips From 
~ Blocks and Capsizes 


HUMBER OF DEAD URKNOWR 


One Report Says That About Fifty 
Workmen Lost The'r Lives, 
but So Far Only One 
Corpse Has Been Re- 
covered. 


New York, June 14.—While the United 
States transport Ingalls was in the bal- 
ence dry. dock at the Erie basin, South 
Brooklyn, this afternoon, where she was 
about to undergo extensive repairs, she 
suddenly slipped from the blocks and cap- 
sized. One man is Known to have been 
killed and many injured. There wer? 
atout 240 carpenters, machinists and other 
laborers at work on the vessel and dock 
at the time. 

It is supposed that the vessel was 

thrown from an even Keel by ballast im- 
properly placed, or by the shifting of tha 
blocks on which she rested, causing her to 
list to starboard, driving the shoring 
beams through the rotten walls of the oid 
floating dry dock in which she was 
cradled, 
‘ Besides the mechanics and other work- 
men which crowded the vessel and dock, 
preparing her for a voyage to Manila, 
there were supposed to have been about 
thirty Italian laborers in the hold of the 
ship, employed in shifting the pig ‘ron 
ballast. While the workmen were trying 
to escape, the dock itself, over balanced 
by the weight of the ship, turned on its 
side and sank in fifty feet of water. A 
number of men were borne down into the 
water and jammed under and beneath 
the wreckage which rose to the surface. 
Hcw many were caught could not be 
learned tonight. 

Matitin Anderson, a painter, was caught 
under the descending side of the ship and 
killed outright. Others were dragged out 
of the watér badly injured or half 
drewned and hurried to the hospitals. 
Added to tine horrors of the night was thé 
uncertainty of the fate of the men fn the 
vessel’s hold. Some managed to get to 
the dock and leap into the water as the 
vessel was sinking, but it is feared that 
the majority were less fortunate. 

The Ingalls went into the dry dock at 


| 11:30 this morning and about $80,000 was to 


have keen expended on her repairs. The 
lock in which she was placed was a verv 
cold one, having been constructed over fifty 
years ago. An effort was made to close 
the gate at the time of the accident, but 
was unsuccessful. No one could be found 
tonight who could give any estimate of 
the amount of damage the disaster had 
entailed.

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CHARGES DESERTION. 


Mitchell Seeks Legal Separa- 
tion from Her Husband. 


Washington, D. C., June 14.—(Spectal.)— 
Mrs. Lily F. Mitchell, who formerly 
lived in Atlanta, has brought suit against 
her husband, William G. Mitchell, for di- 
vorce. Desertion is alleged. Mrs. Mitch- 
ell states that the defendant was formerly 
a resident of this city. He persuaded her 
to elope with him, she declares, in 1893, 
t» Niagara Falls. They were there mar- 
ried by a justice of the peace in Decem- 
ber of that year. She says her husband 
was a commercial traveler and she lived 
with him at Atlanta, Toronto, C 
Pittsburg and Hammonton, N. J. 
petitioner states that the defendant de- 
serted her in May, 1897, while she was 
visiting relatives in New Jersey. When 
she last heard of him he was in Dallas, 
Tex. The case will be aired in the dis- 
trict ‘courts.

Washington, June 14.—Consul General 
Goodnow, at Shanghai, says the figures 
of 1900 show that the United States buys 
more goods from China than any other 
nation and her total trade with China, 
including both imports and exports, 
equals that of Great Britain, exclusive of 
the British colonies, and is far ahead of 
that of any other country. 


Conger To Leave for China. 


Washington, June 14.—Hon. Edwin H.

‘Murderers of Herrington and 
Mears Pay Penalty of Law at 
Sylvania, 


FROM THE HOUSE TOPS 


“Are You Ready?” Asked Sheriff. 
“We Are Ready,’ Came Back, 
and Drop Fell—Latimer’s 
Murderer Is Hanged 
at Brunswick. 


Sylvania, Ga., June 14.—(Special.)—At 
12:20 today Sheriff Thompson pulled the 
trigger beneath the platform upon which 
stood Arnold Augu:Jus, Andrew Davis, 
Richard Sanders, William Hudson and 
Sam Baldwin, the five men who mur- 
dered Fillmore Herrington and Miiton 
Mears. 
six feet or more. It was a gruesome 
sight to see five strong men in the full 
enjoyment of health jJaunched thus info 
eternity, but they seemed reconciled to 
the end and met death stoicalliy and 
without tremor, They made no confes- 
sion of their crime, either at the jail 
or upon the gallows. They talked only 
of the future life. : 

The prisoners passed their last night 
quietly and in spiritual meditation. Af- 
ter they had prayed awhile and sung 
a few hymns they slept soundly until 
‘morning. For breakfast they ate only a 
biscuit and drank a cup of coffee From 
that time until they were carried out 
they sat or walked in their dungeon and 
talked but little. 

William Hudson, the largest of the five 
and a man of bad countenance, was the 
most restless of all, and paced himself 
like a tiger caged. He and Arnold Au- 
gustus seemed to feel more strongly than 
the others the shadow of their approach- 
ing fate, and they wore a troubled look. 
Richard Sanders and Andrew Davis 
laughed and chatted together and talked 
with unconcern to those outside of the 
cell. 

From Prison Cell to Gallows. 

At 11 o’elock the five men were hand- 
cuffed together and marched out of the 
jail, surrounded by guards. The Screven 
Guards, under Captain Chapman, were 
drawn up outside, and the condemned 
men being placed between the two pla- 
toons of soldiers, the cortege moved on- 
ward to the gallows. Although the exe- 
cution w2s to be a private one, there 
were at least a thousand people in town 
to see the hanging, if perchance they 
might, perched upon neighboring roofs 
and at other various points of vantage. 
Most of them got a good view of the 
drop. Only the guards, the physicians 
and newspaper men were allowed within. 

As they, entered the inclosure within 
which dangled the five ropes, each with 
its ready noose, the doomed men passed 
the five black coffins, placed one upon the 
other, by the door. 

The Ropes Are Adjusted. 

When they got upon the scaffold and 
the rope was adjusted around their necks, 
the prisoners all declared their readiness 
to go, having made their peace with 
God. They did not allude once to the 
crime for: which they were about to die. 
They gave Sheriff Thompson praise for 
the manner in which he had treated them 
and declared that he had left nothing un- 
done for their comfort. Three colored 
ministers ascended the platform and 
talked and prayed with the men. D. B. C. 
Nunnally, clerk of the superior court, 
read the death warrant, after which the 
black caps were placed over their heads. 

At 12:20 o'clock Sheriff ‘Thompson 


shouted: 

“Boys, are you ready?” 

“We are ready,” came back the muffled 
response. 

The sheriff then touched the trigger 
lightly and the bodies shot downward 
like a flash. It was sixteen minutes be- 
fore Drs. S. W. Mims and W. R. Lovett, 
attending physicians, pronounced the last 
fluttering pulse was gone. The bodies 
were cut down and turned over to the 
relatives of the dead men. There was 
no excitement among the colored people 
over the execution, and everything is quiet 
tonight. 

Negroes Deserved Their Fate. 


The negroes were convicted of a mur- 
der committed under an alleged criminal 
conspiracy by an organized band of blacks 
known as ‘“‘Knights of the Archer.’’ The 
motto of the organization, it is said, was 
“Death to the whites.’’ This gang, un- 
der the leadership of a negro desperado 
known as Andrew McKinney, terrorized 
for a long time the law-abiding negroes 
of Screven county, from whom, it is sald, 
they exacted constant tribute and pro- 
tection. The murder for which the men 
died was but the culmination of a long 
geries of crimes and misdemeanors of 
varying degrees. It is common report 
that the charter of this oath-bound or- 
ganization was signed in biood, and the 
leader, McKinney, assembled his band 
only at night, when he swore them, with 
awesome rites, to’ secrecy and to deeds 
of death. They preyed on the barns and 
farmhouses on both the Georgia and 
South Carolina banks of the Savannah 
river, terrorized the peaceful and well- 
disposed members of their own race and 
conducted a campaign of robber® and 
murder. 

Sketch of the Crime. 

One night in October, 1899, Milton 
Mears, a constable, of Screven county, 
started out from Sylvania to serve:a war- 
rant for the arrest of Joe Sanders, a 
young negro who was wanted for some 
trivial offense against the law. While the 
existence and objects of the “Knights of 
the Archer’ were not at that time defi- 
nitely known, they were suspected, and 
common report assigned young Sanders 
and his father, Jesse Sanders, to member- 
ship in the organization. Mears was ac- 
companied by Fillmore Herrington and 
Captain Jesse Wade. The men were ap-

Denounced by Lawyers, Mrs 
Kennedy Creates a Scene 


DEFENSE ASKS. ACQUITTAL 


It Is Alleged That Woman Was in 
Condition Borcering on Insan- 
ity When She Shot Hus- 
band—Kennedy’s Fam- 
ily Present. 


Kansas City, June 14.—Arguments to the 
jury were begun today in the trial of 
Lulu Prince Kennedy on the charge of 
killing her husband, Philip H. Kennedy, 
in February last. The prisoner appeared 
in court today appargntly in better health 
than on yesterday. 

In emi-circle, surrounding the prisoner, 
sat her father and her brothers, C. W. 
Prince, Bert Prince, the traveling musi- 
cian, and Will Prince, the latter awaiting 
trial on a charge of conspiracy to kil] 
Kennedy. Mrs. Prince. the defenglant’s 
mother, and her mafried sister, Mrs. 
Leon, and the latter’s husband. William 
Prince had been brought from his cell in 
the county jail to watch the proceedings. - 
Every inch of space in the courtroom 
was taken by spectators. Mrs. Kennedy 
kept her eves fixed on the jury intently. 

Her Victim’s Relatives. 

On the opposite side of the aisle from 
the Prince family were grouped Captain 
Thomas Kennedy, a pioneer citizen of 
Kansas City; his youngest daughter, 
Thomas Kennedy, Jr., brother of the 
dead man, and his wife. With the ex- 
ception of the first day of the trial none 
of Kennedy's immediate relatives have 
been in court. The dead man’s mother 
was too ill to be present today. 

The day's session was opened by Prose- 
cutor Hadley reading the instructions to 
the jury. 

Frank G. J@hnson, former city police 
judge, then opened the argument for the 
state. He said the only question to be 
determined in considering tne woman’s 
guilt or innocence was whether she was 
sane or insane, whether she knew the 
right from the wrong. She had commit- 
ted murder for revenge and aftre deliber- 
ating on it. Mr. Kennedy had been forced 
by her father and brother to marry her; 
she had been asked why she married 
him, and she said: , 

‘I want my revenge.’’ 

This was because he intended soon to 
wed another girl. And vet he said her 
downfall could be laid to Case Patton, 
with whom, as is well known, she had 
kept company all last summer and as 
late as October, 1900. 

Attorney Johnson concluded: 

“I say, gentlemen of the jury, there is 
evidence to find this defendant guilty of 
murder in the first degree.”’ 

These last words, given in thundering 
tones, had no effect on Mrs. Kennedy, 


1 and a moment later when court took a 


recess until 1 o'clock she went to her 
cell laughing and chatting with the dep- 
uty who led her. 


Mrs. Kennedy Sobs. 


At the afternoon session Attorney Near- 
ing opened for the defense and demanded 
acquittal. He declared that the state 
had adduced nothing to prove its charge 
that the Prince family had conspired to 
kill Kennedy. The defendant, he said, 
had shot him during a condition of hys- 
teria bordering on insanity after he had 
ruined her and after she had pleaded 
with him in vain to live with her and 
cover her shame. Mrs. Kennedy sobbed 
audibly during Attorney Nearing’s ap- 
peal. 

Charles E. Burham, for the state, decry- 
ing the plea of insanity, declared that 
Case Patton and not Phil Kennedy was 
responsible for her condition, and alleging 
a conspiracy. 

I. B. Kimbrell, also for the state, said 
Kennedy had been shot down for daring 
to appeal to the courts. 

‘They knew,” he said,“‘that the outrage 
that had been perpetrated would be laid 
bare. Ther did not propose to let Phil 
Kennedy go into court and tell his story.’”’ 

At this point Mrs. Kennedy, who had 
her head on the table, straightenéd up 
and shrieked: 7 

“Oh, merev! Oh, mercy!”’ 

The prisoner leaned her head upon her “ 
father’s shoulder, her face contracted in 
pain. 

Major Blake L. Woolson closed the ar- 
gument for the defense, making a strong 
appeal for his client, “a poor trembling 
girl scarcely out of her teens.”

Dr. Mitchell expects to have a most en- 
joyable visit, not only on account of be- 
ing with his relatives, but also bécause 
he will be enabled to re-visit the scenes 
of his youth and recall pleasant incidents 
of college days. 

Dr. Lewis G. Anderson, of the class of 
1838, talks interestingly of the old times 
at the university. He was as a boy a resi- 
dent of Salem, Oconee county, then a 
prosperous town of several hundred i{n- 
habitants, but now one of the dead towns 
of Georgia, having only two or three resi- 
dences, 

Dr. Anderson says that in his day the 
boys were not given over very much to 
fun or mischief.

The address cf the occasion was de- 
livered by T. W. Reed. of The Athens 
Banner, a member of Mount Vernon 
lodge.

“T pause for one moment before pro- 
ceeding to the address of the hour to 
speak one loving word of tribute to the 
memory of a distinguished Georgian, 
whose 1finly form rests from its labors 
today in the city of Savannah. As long 
ag: these buildings shall stand and even 
after they have crumbled into dust there 
will linger in the minds of Georgia’s sons 
a -fragrant memory of Brantley A. Den- 
mark. 

“This is truly an auspicious occasion, 
when, acting under the authority of the 
oldest grand lodge of Free Masonry in 
America, these worthy brethren, wearing 
upon their breasts the insignia of their 
high stations and in their hearts the im- 
mortal principles of the order, have laid 
in true and ancient manner the corner- 
stones of these buildings. dedicated to the 
great cause of education among the no- 
blest people on the earth. 

“Out of the dim past, surviving the wreck 
of time and the fleeting lives of men and 
governments, comes this ancient custom, 
full of years, yet with the bloom of never 
fading youth upon it; abounding in sym- 
bolic truth and crowned with transcend- 
ant beauty. — 

“The symbolism of the cornerstone 
when duly laid with Masonic rites is full 
of significance, which refers to its form, 
to its situation and to its consecration. 

“As to its form, it must be perfectly 
square on its surface, and in its solid con- 
tents a cube. The square is a symbol 
of morality, and the cube, of truth. 
Upon this spot is to rise a stately struc- 
ture that in the years to come shall aid 
the worthy song of the great common- 
wéalth of Georgia in acquiring that edu- 
cation. which, if properly used, will make 
of them leaders in affairs of church and 
state. In the spirit of this lofty sym- 
bolism let them fashion their characters 
in morality and adorn their lives with 
truth, and from the money which has 
been invested by the state in these struc- 


tures will flow the richest income invest- 
ment ever bore. 

“In the situation of a cornerstone, it 
lies between the north, the place of dark- 
ness, and the east, the place of light. 
Appropriately in this eonnection may be 
applied the symbolism, for out of the

SCHOOL FOR DEAF CROWDED

Visiting Committee Sees Demand 
for More Buildings. 


SHOULD BE GIVEN AT ONCE 


On Cots Made for One Two Pupils 
Are Compelled To Sleep—Re- 
port Ready for Governor. 


Cave Spring, , Ga., June. 12.—(Special.)— 
The visiting committee appointed by the 
governor to inquire into the condition of 
the Georgia School for the Deaf has fin- 
ished its work and left. 

The chairman of the committee statcs 
that the general condition of the school 
is satisfactory, but on account of the 
largely increased attendance during the 
last two years the management is much 
pressed for room in the eating and sleep- 
ing departments. In one room on nine 
narrow beds, beds intended for one pupil 
each, for want of better accommoda- 
tions, eighteen boys sleep. Another room, 
in the colored department, is occupied at 
night by twenty-one girls, and the need 
of more room in both departments is con- 
sidered as imperative. The committee 
will recommend that ‘$19,000 be appropri- 
ated for the white department and $6,000 
for the colored, making a total of $25,000 
for buildings and equipments. 

The board of trustees asked the legis- 
lature for an appropriation of $70,000, 
which was refused. 

The estimate of the present committes 
is considered to. be a very conservative 
one.

BIG LIGHT AND POWER PLANT 


Gainesville Has a New Corporation 
Forming. 


CHARTER IS APPLIED FOR 


Chattahoochee River in Hall County 
Is To Be Utilized by Capi- 
talists. 


— 


Gainesville, Ga., June 14.—(Special.)— 
The Gainesville Light and Power Com- 
pany is a new corporation now applying 
for a charter, and has asked the city 
ecuncil for franchises. The company is to 
be capitalized at $100,000 and proposes the 
development of the water power at the 
Chattahoochee river. owged by Colonel 
S. €. Dunlap. Colonel Dunlap owns s8€v- 
eral hundred acres of land along the river 
and the shoals there have attracted much 
attention for a nunber of years. 

The company can get all the necessary 
power at the river to supply lights for the 
city and also to supply power to run a 
number of factories and other plants. The 
development of this power would be an 
inducement to manufacturing enterpris- 
€¢s to locate here, as nower is quite an 
item, and but few. places have it to offer 
at such a low rate as Gainesville would 
with this new plant. : 

Later on the company will take up the 
question of a street railway system for 
the city, but just yet attention will be 
devoted to furnishing lights for the city 
and supplying power for whatever en- 
terprises that may desire it.

RADICAL STEPS 


Chatham's Board of County Com- 
nisiones May be Impeached. 


SMALLPOX CAUSES A TEST 


—— 


Between County and City Officials 
There Is a Clash Which the 
Governor of the State 
Will Probably Have 
To Settle. 


t 


Savannah, Ga., June 14.—(Special.)— 
Chairman J. J. Dale and other members 
of the board of county commyissioners may 
be impeached. Impeachment proceedings 
will be brought by Dr. W. F. Brunner, 
unless what he believes are proper meas- 
ures are taken for the suppression of 
smallpox in the county beyond the city 
limits and beyond the territory within 
two miles of these limits. | 

The two-mile limit territory is now un- 
der the supervision of the city authort- 
ties, the county having refused to ac- 
knowledge responsibility for cases of con- 
tagious disease within it and having 
passed up such cases to be attended by 
the city, if attended at all. The matter 
will soon find its way into the courts and 
Dr. Brunner, health officer of the city, 
has a bill of rapidly increasing propor- 
tions against the county for smallpox pa- 
tients cared for at the city pesthouse and 
to whom he has rendered professional 
services, at a charge of $100 a case. He 
will have to sue to get the money, but he 
is confident he will get it, having a prec- 
edent in which he was the plaintiff. If 
the suit of the city against the county to 
settle the question of responsibility should 
go against the county, Dr. Brunner will 
file suit for compensation for professional 
services. 

It is a part of the programme in the 
smallpox controversy between county al- 
thorities and Dr. Brunner for the iatter 
to bring impeachment proceedings 
against the county commissioners if the 
state of affairs Dr. Brunner claims exists 
in the county is not speedily corrected. 
Dr. Brunner said that he would most 
certainly impeach the commissioners un- 
less proper steps are taken to stamp out 
and prevent the spread of the loathsome 
disease. This he said he will do as a citi- 
zen, not as health officer or as secretary 
of the sanitary board of the city. 

Proceedings will be instituted béfore 
the governor. Dr. Brunner has found 
that the county commissioners are amen- 
able to the chief executive’alone, or to 
the legislature, when tn session. The 
members of the board besides Chairman 
Dale are A. Vetsburg, A. B. Moore, Jacob 
Paulsen and F, 8. Lathrop, Dr. Brunner, 


however, holds Chaitman Dale ad ehiefly ’ 
responsible for the alleged neglect of the 


situation. This was shown by his pub- 
lished arraignment of that gentleman, in 
which he recites that practically nothing 
in the way of intelligent action has been 
taken for the suppression of smallpox 
within the country districts of the coun- 
ty. If Dr. Brunner finds that his making 
public the alleged condition of the county 
infected with smallpox has not had the 
desired effect of stirring the commission- 
ers to some action he believes adequate 
and impeachment is made, it will be the 
first case on record for Chatham county. 
The county commissioners will stand pat, 
it is alleged, so there seems every reason 
to expect impeachment proceedings. 


CONVENTION OF OFFICIALS. 


A Number Will Go Down from Ma- 
con To Attend the Annual Meet. 


Macon, Ga., June 14.—(Special.)—A num- 
ber of officials will go from: Macon to at- 
tend the seventh annual convention of the 
Georgia sheriffs, clerks of superior and 
city courts, chiefs of police, town mar- 
shals and solicitors general of the su- 
perior and city courts which will be held 
in Columbus, beginning on July 10th and 
lasting two or three days. The officials 
at Columbus are making extensive prep- 
arations to entertain the visitors, among 
the social features being a ride down the 
Chattahoochee river on a steamer. At 
the meeting in Savannah last year the 
convention unanimously invited the so- 
licitors general of the superior and city 
and county courts to become members 
of the association, and many of these 
officers have already expressed their in- 
tention of toining at the Columbus meet- 
ing on July 10th. Subjects of importance 
to these officials will be considered.

Opelika; Ala., June 14.—(Special.)—To- 
day at 12 o’clock the body of Hon. W. J. 
Samford, Alabama's dead governor, was 
committed to the grave in Opelika’s city 
of the dead. Such tremendous outpouring 
of the people and such a manifestation 
of admiration and of affection were un- 
precedented. 3 

The day opened rainy and threatening, 
but that did not prevent the people from 
turning out en masse. There were many, 
prominent citizens here from all parts of 
Alabama. There were large crowds from 
Chambers and Lee counties. 

At 9 a. m. a special train arrived from 
Montgomery, with all the state offictals, 
confederate veterans and distinguished 
citizens. Never in the history of Opelika 
did it contain as many prominent men as 
it did today, who came to pay the last 
sad tribute of respect to the lamented 
dead. 

At 9:30 a. m. the procession left the res- 
idence of Captain T. D. Samford for the 
Methodist church in the following order:

Active pallbearers. 

Honorary pallbearers. 

Sunday school class. 

Floral carriage. 

Family. 

Governor Jelks and the president of the 
constitutional convention, with the judge 
‘of the probate court and the mayor.

At. the Methodist church the exercises 
were held. 

The choir sang ‘“‘Gathering Home,’’ Rev. 
A. L. Andrews, the governor’s pastor in 
Montgomery, read a hymn. Presiding 
Elder J. S. Frazier and Rev. H. D. Moore 
Tread appropriate scripture lessons. Rev. 
J. P. Davis, Pesbyterian minister, led in 
prayer. Dr. Moore, the Methodist min- 
ister, and Rev. D. M. Banks, a warm per- 
sonal friend of the governor, delivered 
addresses on the life and character of the 
distinguished dead. They spoke in touch. 
ing, elegant language of the many noble, 
generous, Christian qualities of the dead 
His record as a citizen, orator, 
statesman, patriot and Christian was im- 
pressively portrayed. Dr. J. F. Purser, 
Baptist minister in this city, in a beauti- 
ful and magnificent manner paid a tribute 
to the dead statesman. A grander and 
truer eulogy was never delivered in this 
city. 

The procession was then formed and 
‘marched to the cemetery in the same or- 
der that it came to the church, with the 
addition of the ministers, the Masons and 
Knights of Pythias, Governor Samford 
having been an active member of these 
organizations. The church could not 
hold one-fourth of the congregation. 
There were at least 5,000 people in the 
city. 

On the arrival at the cemetery the final 
funeral ceremonies were completed and 
the casket was lowered into the. grave, af- 
_ter.avhich the Lee Light Infantry fired a 
salute of three vollies. The military par- 
ticipating were the Lee Light Infantry and 
fifty cadets from Auburn.

Free Boat to Jacksonville, 


STARTS FROM CHARLESTON 


Strikers Induce Imported’ Workmen 
To Visit the Wharf and Lead 
Them Upon the Algonquin, 
Which Moves Away 
with Them.

Charleston, S. C., June 14.—(Special.)— 
Eight of the non-union machinists who 
were brought to Charleston from New 
York on a special train to take the places 
of striking machinists at the Southern 
railway shops were shanghaied this 
morning by members of the union and to- 
night they are swearing and fuming 
among the steerage passengers on board 
the Clyde liner Algonquin, bound for 
Jacksonville. Of the twenty-two scabs 
from New York, eight were induced to 
quit by the strikers, after what came 
near being a serious clash at the shcps 
early this morning. The visitors were 
told that they would be paid and sent 
back to New York by the union and they 
agreed to go to the Clyde wharf. There 
was no boat sailing today northward and 
before the non-union men knew what was 
being done they were hustled into the 
steerage of the Algonquin and kept there 
under guard. One man managed to- break 
away, but he was captured and sent 
back. Excitement ran high at the wharf 
when the machinists found that they had 
been duped and practically shanghaied. 
But there was no way out of it and they 
had to go. The men are without funds 
and are in a deplorable condition finan- 
cially. ‘The shops where the remaining 
scabs are at work are being guarded by a 
special detail of police. It is said that the 
men who will reach Jacksonville tomor- 
row will return to Charleston, and in 
that event trouble may follow. Tonight 
the situation is not alarming and it is not 
believed a fight will occur here between 
the opposing forces now in the city. 


THE JURY CAUSES SENSATION. 


True Biils Are Found Against Prom- 
inent Young Men. 
Americus, Ga., June 14.—(Special.)—Con- 
sternation was created this afternoon 
among the sporting fraternity and the 
young men generally, when the grand 
jury returned indictments against twenty- 
five of their number, the charge being 
gambiing.

ARE NOT ELICIBLE 


‘State Officers in Alabama Can- 
not Run For Second Term, 


SENATE FEATURE STRICKEN 


Section Increasing the Salary of the 
Governor of the State to: $5,000 
Meets Strong Opposition, 
and Is Finally Defeated 
by Decisive Vote. 


Montgomery, Ala., June 14.—(Special.)— 
The constitutional convention this after- 
noon adopted an ordinance rendering all 
state officers ineligible to re-election and 
prohibiting the governor from holding 
any other office during his term or for a 
year thereafter. The section as reported 
declared that by accepting the office a 
governor ‘would thereby pledge himself 
not to run for the senate. This was 
stricken out by a vote of 59 to & as being 
unnecessary and beyond the eonvention, 
and, moreover, as congress determines 
the qualification of its own members, 

The debate of the session up to date 
was on the section increasing the salary 
of the governor to $5,000. 

Mr. Vaughn, of Dallas; brought in a 
minority report against the increase, 
which increase was oposed by Long, of 
Walker; Pearce, of Marion, and Black- 
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DR. R. M. CUNNINGHAM. 
Delegate, from Jefferson County. 
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well. of Morgan, while Governor Jones, 
Governor Oates and Emmett O’Neall, 
whose father was gornor, championed 
the raise. The increase was finally de- 
feated by a vote of 88 to 41. 

The committee on taxation reported an 
article on taxation. It reduces the max- 
imum state tax rate from 75 cents on 
the dollar to 65 cents. It provides that 
special taxes may be levied by the coun- 
ties for public roads, but the combined 
special tax for public buildings, public 
roads and bridges shall not exceed 25 
cents on the dollar. The special tax for 
buildings and bridges in the present con- 
stitution is not limited. It provides also 
for a special school tax by counties, pro- 
vided that the combined state and county 
taxes exclusive of special road, bridge 
and building taxes shall not exceed $1.25. 
As the maximum state tax is 65 cents 
and the maximum general county tax is 
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Cc. H. MILLER, 
Delegate from Marengo County. 
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50 cents, this wouid leave a margin in any 
event of 10 cents, the special school tax. 
A similar provision is made for a special 
school tax in the cities. It also provides 
that counties and cities shall not go in 
debt beyond 5 per cent of their assessed 
values, but this does not invalidate debts 
to a greater amount now existing. ‘Also 
cities may make special debts up to 3 
per cent of their values for purchase or 
erection of waterworks, light plants, ete. 
It also excepts from taxation debts for 
the rent or hire of real or personal prop- 
erty for the current year in the hands of 
the landlord, or higher where the prop- 
erty itself is taxed. The special school 
tax can be levied only ‘by an election by 
a majority of the taxpayers, both as to 
numbers and the value of property.

Most Desperate Criminal in North 
Carolina Arrested. 


HE HAS KILLED SIX PEOPLE 


Rewards Aggregating $2,500 Were 
HangingysOver Myers’s Head 
When He Was Captured. 


Raleigh, N. C., June 14.—(Special.)—The 
most desperate criminal in North Caro- 
lina, Louis Myers, was today jailed at 
Wilkesboro. Last year he murdered a 
United States deputy marshal. He also 
murdered Madison Hawley. He assassi- 
nated Hawley in cold blood. Myers has 
for years been a daring moonshiner. He 
is charged with six murders besides that 
of Hawley. These include two women in 
Virginia, said to have been killed to get 
money; two men in North Carolina, a 
man in South Carolina and one in Ten- 
nessee. The latter was the sheriff of 
Union county. The rewards offered in 
four states and by the general govern- 
ment for Myers aggregate $2,500. He was 
captured near Middlesboro, Ky., by 
Sheriff Lee Turner and a posse. Hawley 
was killed in Wilkes county, and there 
Turner delivered his prisoner and got a 
double reward. 


GORDON McCABB WILL RETIRE. 


One of Virginia’s Great Educators 
Will Quit Work at Once. 
Richmond, Va., June 14,—(Special.)—It 
is reported tonight on good authority that 
when Colonel W. Gordon McCabe closes 
the present session of his school next 
week he will retire permanently from its 
management. The announcement occa- 
sions both surprise and regret. Colonel 
McCabe is one of the most widely known 
educators in_the south and his university 
school, established years ago in Peters- 
burg, has had wonderful success. ‘‘Mc- 
Cabe’s boys” are to be found among the 

leading men throughout the south. 


QUICK IS GRANTED A PARDON 


Bulloch, of Chipley, Works for a 
Prisoner’s Pelease. 

Columbus, Ga., June 14.—(Special.)—R. 
O. Bulloch. a prorrinent business man of 
Chipley, came to Columbus to meet 
a mga who had been pardoned cut of the 
state penitentiary through his labors and 
influence. Mr. Bulloch had never seen the 
man before and the circumstances con- 
nected with the pardon make the story a 
rathcs unysual one. A year or two ago, 
Terrell Huff, a young man of Harris coun- 
ty and a friend of Mr. Bulloch. was sent 
to the penitentiary for life, charged with 
baving been a conspirator in the murder 
of young Cornett, of that county. Mr. 
Bulloch was satisfied that Huff was innvu- 
cent, and exerted all of his influence to 
secure a pardon for him, finally succeed- 
ing after eighteen months’ work. While 
in the penitentiary Huff worked side by 
side with a man named Quick, of Pike 
county, Georgia. He was satisfied that 
Quick was an innocent man, and when 
he himself. was releaseg he suggested to 
Mr. Bulloch that he endeavor to secure 
a pardon for Quick. Mr. Bulloch took up 
the matter, out of pure kindness of heart, 
and has just secured a pardon for him. 
More than that, he took him to Chipley 
this afternoon. wh're a good position 
awaits him. ‘Quick was charged with the 
killing of George Coggins, in Pike county, 
Georgia, in 1891. The killing occurred on 
October 4, 1891. On October 12th, of the 
same year, Quick was tried and found 
guilty and sentenced to hang on Decem- 
ber 9th. An application was made for a 
new trisl, which was refused, and Quick 
Wag again sentenced to hang on Decem- 
ber 9, 1892. While sitting in his prison 
window, Quick witnessed on two occa- 
sions the building of a gallows to break 
his own neck. On December 7, 1892, two 
days before the Ranging was to have oc- 
curred, Governor Northen commvted 
Quick’s sentence to life imprisonment. 
In making his appea] to the pardon board, 
Mr. Bulloch contended if Quick was gulil- 
ty of anything, it could not be anything 
but manslaughter, and that he had al- 
ready been punished sufficientiy for this.

A general 
mess is arranged and each worker pays 
his pro rata share, and in reference to 
this Mr. Hale said: 

‘We are just opening up the Red Label 
hotel at the Hale farm and will be able 
to accommodate 200 or more of our work- 
ers at cost and are erecting tents for 
300 more and expect in the rush of the 
season to use 600 to 700 people.”’ 

There has already arrived many repre- 
sentatives of commission houses, work- 
ers and others who expect to get some- 
thing out of the fruit crop. The town 
has awakened from its early spring 
lethargy and is taking on an appearance 
of business activity that corresponds 
with the thoroughfares of cities with 
twenty odd thousand population. 

The crate factory has recently installed 
an electric light plant and is now work- 
ing a force of several hundred hahds 
night and day without any intermission.

Cook and Mike Robins pleaded 
guilty to assault and battery, and were 
fined $30 each and discharged. These 
men, together with Fowler, were indicted 
for faise imprisonment, conspiracy, as- 
sault and battery of a high and aggravat- 
ed nature. The solicitor had many ne- 
gro witnesses to prove the charges as to 
assault and illegal imprisonment. They 
had beén confined in stockades without 
having been cenvicted or tried for any 
crime, and had been whipped. The de- 
fendants admitted the whipping. So‘leitor 
Boggs entertained no hope of getting 
the petit jury to follow the course of the 
grand jury and find agaifist these plant- 
ers, so he took the plea they were willing 
to make. . Fowler claims the right to 
look up hands who hire themeslves to him 
and has gone to trial to settle that point.

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DEATH OF VIRGINIA LAWYER. 


One of the Leading Members of the 
Richmond Bar. 

Richmond, Va., Juve 14.—\Special.)— 
John Dunlop, one of the leading mem- 
bers of the Richmond bar, died today, 
having been stricken with paralysis on 
Monday.

| To Americans 
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THOUSANDS OF ‘RIFLES 
HAVE BEEN CAPTURE 


“Btatistics Are Given Out by the War 
‘Department Showing the Ex- 
tent of the Disintegration 
of the Philippine 
Rebellion. 


Washington, June 14—The war depart- 
ment gave out statistics today showing 
the extent of the disintegration of the 
Philippine insurrection. The compilation 
of reports covers the period up to April 
17, 1901. Up to January 1, 1901, the total 
mumber of insurgents captured or sur- 
rendered was 21,497, together with 6,048 
‘rifles, 66 field pieces, something over 3,000 
shélis and balls, 573,860 rounds of ammuni- 
tion and nineteen tons of powder. From 
January ist to April 17th the number of 
captures include 247 officers, 2,459 men; 
the number surrendered was 820 officers, 
6,492 men; making a total of 1,067 officers 
and 8,91 men; or a grand total up to 
that date of 31,415 insurgents captured 
and surrendered. To this is to be added 
198 rifles captured, 4,300 surrendered, a 

total of 6,295; 45,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion, 408 bolos and 24 pieces of cannon. 

* The compilation shows surrenders and 
captures on nearly every day from Jan- 
uary 2d to the close of the report. The 
gurrender of Lieutenant General Trias, 
in southern Luzon, was of more import- 
ance than almost any other save that of 
Aguinaldo, his surrender practically end- 
ing the insurrection in the section over 
i which he had command. General Trias

Signor Prinetti Explains the Foreign 
Policy of Italy. 

Rome, June 14.—In the chamber of depu- 
ties today Signor Prinett{, minister of for- 
eign affairs, made along speech in expla- 
ration of the government’s foreign poli- 
cy. He declared that every effort was 
being made to render the relations be- 
tween Italy and the lJLatin-American 
states, whither most Italian emigrants 
went, cordial, adding that the Latin- 
American states had a brilliant future. 

“Year by year,” he said, ‘‘the triple al- 
Hance has proved its pacific character, 
while not adding to Italy’s military ex- 
penditure and not preventing cordial ccm- 
mercial relations with France, as has 
been plainly manifested by the demon- 
strations at Toulon.”’ 

During the disctission which followed 
the speech, the foreign minister can- 
nounced the government's -ntention to 
open commercia| negotiations with the 
United States and Russia. 

Signor Prinetti denied that there was 
any coolness in the relations between 
Great Britain and Italy, and gave ‘t to 
be understood that Great Britain would 
assist Italy in opposing any interference 
with Italian interests in the Mediterra- 
nean and that Italy would only renew 
the triple alliance provided she could ob- 
tain advantageous commercial treaties.

Great Combing Seeks to Crush 
Out All Competition, 


EAGER T0- CONTROL RIVALS 


Friendly Financial Powers Are Be- 
ing Used To Secure Control of 
‘Independent Companies. 
Complete Monopoly of 
Steel Trade Wanted. 


Cleveland, Ohio, June 14.—The United 
States Steel Corporation and its allies 
interests are preparing to control its 
four .\big competitors and thereby lay 
the foundation for a monopoly of the 
steel industries in the United States. 

The Cambria Steel Company, the Penn- 
sylvania Steel Company, the Bethlehem 
Iron Company and Jones & Laughlin will 
be brought under control before winter. 
The manner of: obtaining control of these 
plants will be by utilizing friendly finan- 
cial powers, such as Mr. Schwab, the 
Pennsylvania railroad and other inter- 
ests of like magnitude. The United States 
Steel corporation in itself finds that the 
resources of its projectors have beem 
about taken up in floating the securities 
of that organization, hence to control 
these plants, which means an outlay of 
several hundred million dollars, it is 
necessary to interest outside’ capital. 
‘his will be done by retaining such pow- 
ers as have been suggested, which will 
establish a community of interests among 
the financiers now developing the steel 
industry. 

Mr. Schwab has virtually obtained con- 
trol of the Bethlehem Steel Company, 
which he will operate in close harmony 
with the plants of the United States 
Steel Corporation. 

Although the Pennsylvania railroad 
officials deny connection with the sale 
of the Pennsylvania Steel Company, the 
denial is said to be technical only and 
the funds for controlling the Pennsyl- 
vania Steel Company will, it is said, 
come from sources near to the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad. 

Two other syndicates are said to be 
forming to purchase control of the Jones 
& Laughlin Company, of Pittsburg, and 
the Cambria Steel Company and options 
have already been obtained on these 
plants. ; 

The purpose of the purchase is said to 


control the iron market when the dull. 


season arrives, and by controlling the 
entire output of the steel manufacturing 
plants possible ruinous competition will 
be avoided.

prehensive of no trouble. They went up 
on to the veranda of Sanders’s house, 
which was situated in the outskirts of 
the Savannah river, the swamp at this 
place being about a mile wide.

GRIFFIN STRANGLED TO DEATH 


of Conductor Latimer Is 
Hanged at Brunswick. 


Brunswick, Ga., June 
Tricy Griffin, convicted of. the murder of 
Conductor Latimer, was hanged in the 
jail here today at noon, in the presence 
of about forty people, including Detec- 
tives Conally and Scarlett, of Atlanta, 
who effected his capture and conviction. 
Prior to the hour set for the hanging, the 
streets surrounding were well filled with 
people anxious to catch a glimpse of thu 
condemned man. 

Griffin was kept in his cell until a short 
time before the execution, when he was 
brought into the jail corridor to prepare 
for the death trap. He was’ allowed to 
talk to the crowds outside the jail fence, 
and to many of these he said goodby. 

In the jail corridor Griffin reviewed the 
act which sent him to the gallows at 
length and said that he did not intend 
to kill Conductor Latimer, but only meant 
to frighten him. He attributed all his 
present trouble to women, cards and whis- 
ky. Griffin was led to the trap and un- 
flinchir.gly stood while the black cap was 
fastened and the noose adjusted by Depu- 
ty Sheriff Price, of Wayne county. The 
drop was sprung and Griffin’s body shot 
downward, to recoil from the jerk. It was 
seen that the knot had slipped from under 
the jawbone to the back of his neck. This 
prolonged hi’ death evidently b ystrangu- 
lation, and it was about five minutes he- 
fcre Drs. Blanton and Blaine proneunced 
life extinct. The body was cut down and 
placed in a coffin for burial. This ended 
the first legal hanging in Glynn county 
in seventy years.

Led Gang of Raiders Into Mexico 
and Tortured Merchant with 
Fire To Make Him Yield

: El Paso, Tex., June 14.—Samuel Baca, 
an American citizen, has been shot by 
the military authorities of Chihuahua, 
Mexico. He was extradited last April for 
leading a gang of raiders into Mexico, 
where they committed one of the most 
brutal crimes Known in the annals of the 
border. They tortured a Mexican mer- 
chant and compelled him to reveal the 
hiding place of his money. They seared 
his flesh with hot irons and mutilated 
him. There were six men in the band 
and after finishing with the man they 
treated his pretty wife in a horrible man- 
ner. 

Baca was captured in Taxas and sur- 
rendered by the state department to Mex- 
ico. He was tried at Chihuahua, found 
guilty and sentenced’ to be shot. Last 
Monday mornine at davbreak he was led 
from his cell to the patio in the interior 
of Chihuahua prison. A sqad of ten 
picked men, under command of a lieu- 
tenant, had already been drawn up in 
line. At the command of the lieutenant 
the ten fired as one and the body of Baca, 
the Texan, toppled over and lay upon the 
ground riddled with bullets. 


TIME AND SPACE DON’T COUNT. 


Not Where the Kaiser of Germany Is 
Concerned. 


Berlin, June 14.—Just now Emperor Wil- 
liam is, so to speak, annihilating time and 
space. After an arduous day’s work he 
left Kiel last night at 10 o’clock, arriving 
in Berlin at 5 this morning. He imme- 
diately mounted a horse and proceeded to 
Tempelhof field, where he met the em- 
press, who was also on horseback, with 
her suite, while twelve splendid cavalry 
regiments, including the cavalry division 
of the guards, were drawn up for drill 
and sham fichts. At 5:30, with the ther- 
mometer only a few degrees above freez- 
ing point, the battle began. The spectacle 
was grand. It was an attack upon an 
enemy represented by the Emperor Alex- 
ander II Uhlan regiment, near Britz. 
The scene was inspiring, as eight cavalry 
regiments thundered along with lance at 
hip, the emperor always leading. 


ASSESSMENT IS INCREASED. 


Southern Railway Property in Knox- 
ville Is Put Up $133,000. 


Knoxville, Tenn.,-June 14.—(Special.)— 
Colonel Thamas L. Williams, as represen- 
tative of the state railroad commission, 
today raised the assessment on the local 
property of the Southern railway from 
a basis of about $178,000 to about $31l1,- 
000, an increase of about $133,000. L. F. 
Miller, private secretary to Colonel A. B. 
Andrews, first vice president of the South- 
ern, is here representing the road. He Is 
dissatisfied with this increase and Colonel 
Williams says the commission as a whole 
may take cognizance of this dissatisfac- 
tion. Increase in magnitude and valua- 
tion of the property is assigned as the 
cause for raising the assessment. 


GILMAN CASE IS POSTPONED. 


Norton’s Appeal Will Not Be Tried 
Until Autumn. 


Bridgeport, Conn., June 14.—The appeal 
of Edward L. Norton from the order of 
the probate court appointing the Bridge- 
port Trust Company administrator of the 
estate of George Francis Gilman, the 
millionaire tea. merchant, will not be 
tried until autumn. Judge Robinson so 
decided -in the superior court today. 
Counsel on both sides were ready for the 
immediate trial of the case, but the court 
said he could see that it would be a long 
proceeding and would occupy all the rest 
of the term which is already taken up by 
assignments.

One Way To Make Reform. 

When we find clergymen lamenting 
empty pews and congregations turned 
adrift for the summer vacation, the de- 
cadence of chureh spirit becomes a sub- 
ject of concern to those who must view 
with alarm the growing indifference. 

Why are the pews empty? Why is 
it that the clergymen, in taking posi- 
tion of almost any subject, have to fight 
through a wall of prejudgment before 
he can gain a hearing? These two 
questions readily suggest themselves, 
but the answers are not as freely 
forthcoming. Yet there are answers 
which, if not complete, are at least 
partial, and a consideration of which 
might lead to a futler developmen; of 
the truth. 

Two years ago the actors of New 
York city formed a church alliance 
which, strangely enough, was regarded 
with credulity by the very class which 
should have welcomed the event as a 
wholesome development. So long had 
ecclesiasticism regarded these people, 
as well as their calling, without the 
pale of their ministration that they 
almost regarded the new movement as 
a sort of premeditated gospel burglary. 
But there were clergymen with broad 
views of humanity, head of whom stood 
Bishop Henry C. Potter, of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal diocese of New York, 
who held out the hand of encourage- 
ment to the actors. Bishop Potter, 
asked to accept the presidency of the 
alliance, did so, and met the actors 
upon their own plane. He did not 
berate them for their profession, nor 
make light of their desire to be regard- 
ed as within the care of the church. 
The result is that within two years the 
society ha8 grown to 1,576 members, 
whose purpose is well stated by Miss 
Clara Morris, who expresses herself as 
“being heart and soul in the work of 
the alliance, which has as its object 
the bringing of * church and stage 
into closer relations for the benefit of 
both.’’ In his last annual address, 
oY a Potter, speaking of the alliance, 
said: 

It is like a child when it first gets on its 
feet and the problem is’ where should its 
feet be turned. The alliance began in the 
presence of suspicion and not a little ridi- 
cule. It has won success, I think that 
the time has come for the dramatic pro- 
fession to take hold of it in a more ag- 
gressive way. 

It would be a great step forward if the 
men of influence on the stage would band 
themselves together and declare thdt no 
matter what others did they would not 
take part in any representation that an 
honest mind would declare unworthy. I 
believe there is a sentiment béhind your 
work that should make this easy, 

In this way Bishop Potter has done 
very effective gospel work, by which 
he has awakened a class so prominent 
to a sense of higher work and its duty 
toward the public to which it caters. 
He might have stood on the street cor- 
ner for a decade denouncing the thea- 
ter without effect, but as it is he occu- 
pies ~¢he vantage ground in creating a 
sentiment for reform which is sure to 
make itself manifest. The bishop has 
drawn around him a sympathetic au- 
dience, instead of driving it away with 
an episcopal frown. 

The fault with too many clergymen 
is that they confuse the sin and the 
sinner, forgetting that while they 
should be uncompromising with the 
one, they should be loving with the 
other. They indulge in dogmatism of 
speech as well as of doctrine, when 
mildness of speech would be much. the 
better conveyor of thought. They seem 
to have lost the art of debate, which 
aims at gaining a friendly listener, and 
have too often gone into the field of 
violent denunciation which but drives 
men away.

The Virginia Incident. 

When the Virginia constitutional 
convention was called to order a sug- 
gestion was made that the oath of al- 
legiance prescribed in the existing state 
constitution should be administered. 
This gave rise to a hot debate, in 
which the big leaders took part. One 
side, among the leaders of which was 
Senator Daniel, argued that if the 
oath was subscribed to the members 
of the constitutional convention they 
would compromise themselves when 
the suffrage question was taken up and 
the movement to disfranchise the ne- 
gro was introduced. Others argued 
that if the oath was not taken the work 
of the constitutional convention along 
this line would not stand thé test of 
the supreme court of the United States. 
It was also argued that members of 
the convention were not officers in the 
eyes of the law, and weré, therefore, 
not obliged to subscribe to the oath. 
Finally it was decided that no oath 
was necessary. 

Plainly the whole discussion was a 
tempest in a teapot and the decision 
reached by the body was correct. Offi- 
cers should take the oath to maintain 
the-faws. Legislators should take an 
oath to maintain the constitution un- 
der which they meet. There can be 
no discussion about these points. But 
a constitutional convention stands out- 
side of all laws and  consttutions. 
From its very nature, representing the 
original element of the people them- 
Selves seeking new government, it is 
a law unto itself. It possesses a free- 
dom sovereign and illimitable. 

This being the case, there was noth- 
ing to swear to. The sovereign peo- 
ple, through their representatives, will 
do their duty as conscience dictates, 
When they get through with their 
work they will leave oaths enough on 
record for others to take. 


Bin 
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Cotton Depression in Europe, 

The continued cotton depression in 
the countries of Europe is in no way 
connected with the subject of supply 
and demand, but grows out of the ef- 
fort to force the manufacture of the 
staple so far from the source of sup- 
ply. 

Hence we are told that in Austria 
there is general stagnation in the sale 
of manufactured goods, owing to the 
high price of cotton and the low price 
of the fabric. Of course the low price 
refers tO the cost of manufacturing un- 
der AuStrian conditions. It is pointed 
out by Consu] Mahin that though un- 
favorable markets and the unstable 
price of cotton are charged with the

For several years 
just prior to the past twelve months, 
the cotton goods business was so ac- 
tive that the erection of new factories 
was stimulated. This caused the op- 
eration of about 10,000 additional 
looms in Austria. Soon following 
came a depression in prices, which 
Was aggravated by competition until 
the selling price hardly covered the 
cost of production. In concluding 
which conchfsion, the consul goes on 
to say: 

However, the cotton spinners were in 
the meantime reaping a bountiful harvest 
from the increased orders for yarn. 
Their condition is still far better than 
that of the weavers, though not satisfac- 
tory. No improvement is expected till 
production fits market demands, but the 
contractions necessary to produce that 
condition will certainly prove fajal to 
many firms, ; 

- The missing link in this whole ar- 
gument is the failure to state that the 
unnatural process of manufacturing 
cotton 5,000 miles from its base of sup- 
ply is what crefltes the misfit between 
selling price and the cost-of produc- 
tion, a fact which is partially recog- 
nized in Europe in the effort to pro- 
mote the local growth of cotton. It is 
intended this year to essay the cultiva- 
tion of the cotton plant in Hungary. 
it is said that it will ripen in the sonuth- 
ern part of that kingdom; the efforts 
to grow cotton in the lower provinces 
of Asiatic Russia, in the same latitude 
as Hungary, have been successful. It 
is probable that bounties will be paid 
the cotton planters, in keeping with 
Hungary's liberal treatment of the 
founders of factories. More or less 
success is now attending the culture of 
cotton in Spain, southern Italy, Mace- 
donia and Malta. 

But all these efforts, doomed to fail- 
ure except as mere hothouse experi- 
ments, will only accentuate the fact 
that the place to manufacture cotton is 
on the spot of its growth. j

He has shown rare executive ability in 
the three terms to which he has been. suc- 
cessively elected executive of the govern- 
ment of the second city in the country, 
and his record has received the approval 
of a number of the leading citizens of 
Chicago that are republicans. Mr. Har- 
rison has demonstrated that he is utterly 
impervious to either the bulldozing or 
the blandishments of the franchise-grab- 
bers, whose claws he has clipped on a 
number of occasions since he was elected 
mayor. 

Carter Harrison, it is claimed, would 
go into the convention with the delega- 
tions from Illinois, Wisconsin and Mich- 
igan solidly at his back. And these would 
make a solid nucleus which would draw 
to it delegations from other states. 

Kentucky, too, might support Mr. Har- 
rison on account of his distinguished fa- 
ther, who was a native of that state. Be- 
sides, he has many friends of political 
prominence in @pvera] of the cotton 
states. 

Mr. Harrison has shown himself to 
be a strong organizer, with the ability 
to draw others to his support. There 
is no doubt that the question of mu- 
nicipal interest in public utilities will 
be one of the leading questions of the 
day, and that in such states as Penn- 
sylvania it can be pressed with great 
effect. 

But—the campaign fs a long time off 
and Mr. Harrison has a full term of 
the mayoralty ahead of him. If he 
continues to grow in the future 
as he has done in the past, he 
will hold a prominent place in 1904, 
and will receive the attention due his 
achievemehts.

RAIN IS ROTTING PEACHES; 
CROPS IN POOR CONDITION 


The frequent and persistent rains are 
playing havoc with Georgia’s peach crop 
just as the peaches are getting ready for 
shipment to market. They are causing 
the peaches to rot on the trees and many 
of them are falling. 

State Entomologist W. M. Scott return- 
ed to the city yesterday from a tmp to 
Fort Valley and Marshaliviile, which are 
right in the midst of thé peach growing 
section of southwest Georgia. His view 
of the situation is by no means a hope- 


ful one, 

“The heavy rains,” he said, ‘“‘are caus- 
ing a wholesale rotting of the ;eacnes, 
and fears are expressed that the small 
crop will be still more heavily reduced. 
One orchardman I saw at Fort Valley 
had about 2,000 crates ready to be gath- 
ered for shipment, and nearly all cf them 
have rotted and are falling from the 
trees. -His loss on these Will he at least 
$2,000, Other@ are in the same trouble. 
With much more of this sort of weather 
practically the whole crop will be wiped 
out, for the peaches qre just ripening end 
they rot more easily than at any other 


time.” 

The crop report and weather conditions 
for the southern states, just issued by the 
weather bureau, tell practically the same 
story. The»Preport for Georgia says the 
peaches are rotting an less than an ever- 
age output is indicated. In fact, crops all 
over the state have been damaged by the 
excessive rains and are suffering for cul- 
tivation. Cotton is nearly four weeks 
late, the stands are poor and the crcp in 
many sections is affected by lice. Corn 
is small, but slightly improved, while the 
wheat and oat crops are compara:ively 
good, 

Following is the report for the south- 
ern states ~given out last night by the 
weather bureau: 

North Carolina—Raleigh: Favorable week 
with normal temperature, abundant sunghine. 
and betteficial showers; cleaning and cultivat- 
ing crops made rapid progress, general im- 
provement noted; chopping cotton approaching 
completion, stards good, many fields foul, some 
abandoned or plowed up for corn; corn doing 
better, replanted lowlands just up; tobacco, 
rice, and spring oats excellent; cutting wheat 
begun, damage by scab and rust spreading; 
apples nearly a failure. 

South Carolina—Columbia: Too cool over 
western half, and too wet over eastern; corn 
and cotton, where cultivated, are growing and 
improved over western and northern counties, 
but are at a standstill or deteriorating else- 
Where, fields grassy; cotton not all chopped 
ani somewhat lousy, plants unusually small; 
tobacco poor, worms numerous; wheat and 
oats harvest well under way; ricé doing poor- 
ly; peaches dropping. 

Georgia—Atlanta: Crops damaged by exces- 
sive rains and suffering for cultivation; cotton 
nearly four weeks late, poor stands,-and af- 
fected by lice; corn small, but slightly improv- 
ed; peaches rotting, less than average output 
indicated; rice damaged by caterpillars; wheat 
and oat crops good. 

Florida—Jacksonville: Rains and high winds 
last days of previous week damaged crops; 
current week fuvorabie and work well ad- 
vanced: corn making good progress; cotton is 
fair to good, come flelds grassy; cane and citrus 
fruits doing well; melons, pineapples and veg- 
etables being shipped; large acreage of sweet 
potatoes set. 

Alabama—Montgomery: Heavy showers 
Wednesday and Thursday; damaging hatl- 
storms in many localities; conditions favorable 
cotton growing slowly, some 
quite grassy, chopping nearly completed, 
equares forming; corn improving and consider- 
able laid by, early tasseling; worms decreas- 
ing; wheat and oats being harvested, indi- 
cating fair yield; minor crops thriving; fruit 
shedding f™™ply; peaches ripening satisfac- 
torily. 

Mississippi—Vickseburg: Rainfall maderate in 
rorth and extreme south portions, heavy else- 
where; farm work dGelayed; lowland crops 
damaged by overflow and lack of cultfvation; 
coiton backward, some injury from cool weath- 
er last of May, chopping continues in north 
portion; corn much improved, making vigo- 
rous growth, being laid by; oats being har- 
vested slowly, fair yield; sugar cane, sweet 
potatoes, and gardens doing well. 

Louisiana—New Orleans: Except in a few 
localities in Ascension end Assumption par- 
ishes drought is broken: sugar cane and rice 
great!y improved and good crops assured; corn 
and cotton suffering in few localities from hail 
and in northern parishes, where ground is too 
wet to cultivate, are getting grassy, while 
large portion of both these crops is small, con- 
ditions are improved and plants are growing 
rapidly; minor crops doing well. 

Texas—Galveston: Coo] with showers 4th, 
5th and 6th, remainder of the week clear and 
warmer; corn materially improved in north and 
central portions, crop south portion in roasting 
ear, needs more rain in some localities; cotton 
late and irregular, but plant healthy and im- 
proving, Mexican weevil, however, is damag- 
ing crop in some localities in south portion; 
wheat thrashing in progress, yield light; fruit 
generally good; peaches being marketed; sugar 
cane doing well; large acreage seeded to rice, 
which is up to good stands.

Athens, Ga., April 7, 1851.—The undersign~- 
ed committe, after due consideration, have 
determined to publish the proceedings of the 
Alumni Society at the last commencement as 
best calculated to afford to all concerned the 
proper information in relation to the semi- 
centenary celebration of the University of 
Georgia at the next annual commencement. 

The committee are happy in having it in 
their power to announce that ex-Governor 
George R. Gilmer has consented to deliver the 
historical eesay upon the progress of literature 
in Georgia, on Thursday, August 7, /85l, 
which day has been generously yielded by the 
Demosthenian and Phi Kappa Societies. 

Tha committee hereby invite all persons con- 
templated in third resolution below, to attend 
next college commencement, beginning on Sun- 
day, August 3, 1851, and participate in the 
literary festivities of the occasion, and a din- 
ner to be served at 6 p. m., Thursday, August 
7, 1851, at the town hall or other suitable 
place, with the request that the alumni and 
all others interested will take sufficient pains 
to procure the publication of this notice and 
the proceedings below, in the papers conven-

2. Resolved, That. a committee of five be 
appointed to give the necessary notices and 
make all the necessary arrangements for 
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said celebration. 
3. Resolved, That all who have been, or are 
now connected with Franklin college, either as 


elumni, students, trustees, members of the 
board of visitcrs, members of the faculty, 
recipients of the honors of the college, or in 
any other manner, be invited to attend the 
next commencement, and join in the celebra- 
tion of the contemplated literary jubilee. 

The chair, with the advice of the society. 
then appointed on the committee, under the 
second resolution, Messrs. Mitchell, Ruther- 
ford, H. Hull, Jr., J. W. Harris and Thomas. 

Rev. Thomas F. Scott offered the following 
resolution, which was passed, viz: 

Resolved, That the committee be requested 
to confer with’ the literary societies of the 
university, and if agreeable to them, to re- 
quest them io suspend their usual oration, and 
that there pe delivered an historical essay on 
that dav upon the progress of literature in 
Georgia. 

The committee were then instructed to pro- 
cure the services of some fit person to pre- 
pare said historical essay. 

The society then proceeded to the election 
of the annual alumni orator, and upon counting 
cut the ballots it appeared that Rev. David 
Finley, of Montgomery, Alea., was duly elected. 
James Nisbet, Esq., of Macon, first alternate. 
and Josiah T. Irwin. Esg., of the county of 
Wilkes, second alternate. -— 

The subject of a dinner at the semi-cen- 
tenary celebration next year was referred to 
the committee of five. 

The society then adjourned sine die.

New York Herald (ind.): In his frank and 
manly announcement that he will not again be 
a candidate for the, presidency and would sot 
accept a nomination Mr. McKinley has ren- 
dered his country an important service, 

As he wisely observes, the consideration of 
the grave and important questions now before 
the people and the administration should not 
be prejudiced in the public mind by even the 
suspicion of the thought of a third term, 

sy unequivocally defining his position at 
this early day the president Performs a pe- 
cullarly significant service to the republican 
party, banishing all internal uncertainties and 
jealousies, and clearing the way for fore- 
handed and sagacious action. 

The example of Washington and of Jeffer- 
son has rooted the traditional opposition to a 
third continuous term in the minds of repub- 
licans as well as democrats, and while cir- 
cumstances three years hence might seem. to 
call for the renomination of Mr. McKinley, 
there is no question that the popular preju- 
dice would handicap the party in the race, 

Fear of this is now dispelled. By announc- 
ing that he will not be a candidate for a third 
time, the president effectually refutes the 
sinister insinuation that, with his eye on @ 
third term, he was disposed to procrastinate 
legislation for the insular possessions, lets 
the people know what to expect, and vastly 
strengthens his party.

Saved from Fool Friends. 

Baltimore American (rep.): President Mc- 
Kinley’s prompt repudiation of the move- 
ment to give him a third term ought to kill 
it.

The president be- 
lieves that if these friends persist they will 
seriously cripple the administration. There are 
matters of the utmost gravity to be deter- 
mined by the government which demand har- 
monious action, Such action will be impos- 
sible if this third-term scheme is once se- 
riously launched.

New York Sun (rep.): No document that 
William McKinley ever signed will affect 
more profoundly the future estimate of th» 
true greatness of this American citizen now 
acting as the servant of the nation. How 
petty and pitiable it makes seem the attittide 
of that fast decreasing number who impute 
to the president a disposition toward personal 
imperialism, a willingness to strain our 
institutions for the sake of his own renown!

Governor Candler has not yet taken def- 
inite steps to borrow, the $200,000 which is 
te be raised to meet conditions now exist- 
ng. 

He will ta%e no action until he has re- 
ceived a sta.yment from the comptroller 
general and state treasurer showing ex- 
actly how matters stand and upon 
which the necessary calculations may be 

That statement was in preparation yes- 
terday and will probably be submitted 
to the governor some time today. It will 
include some of the business of yesterday, 
and for that reason could not have been 
completed before this morning. 

Prom that statement will be eliminated 
all the extraordinary receipts and ex- 
penditures so that the paper filed with 
the governor will show just what normal 
conditions should be about this time of 
year. 

Governor Candler stated yesterday that 
he had received abundant assurances 
from individuals and corporations not 
only in Georgia, but outside. that the 
$200,000 could be borrowed very advan- 
tageously. 

This demonstrates conclusively’ the 
splendid character of the credit which 
the state enjoys both at home and abroad, 
and the offers that have been made would 
indicate that there are many who are 
not only willing, but anxious, to advance 
money to the state when it is needed at 
a moment’s notice. 

“From the offers that have been made,” 
said the governor, “I know that the state 
would have absolutely no trouble in bor- 
rowing any amount on the best of terms. 
Georgia enjoys a splendid credit. I am 
allowed to borrow only $200,000, however, 
and I have made no arrangements yet as 
to what shall be done in that direction. 
As soon as I receive a statement from 
the comptroller and the treasurer [ shall 
then be prepared to act. Nothing will 
probably be done before Monday.”’ 

The major part of the $200,000 will go 
to pay the -nterest on the public debt and 
whatever sum should be left will be used 
to pay the teachers.

Last Sunday. 


NEGRO ASSAILANT CAPTURED 


John Howe, Brother in Law of Ser- 
geant Brasleton, Injured. 


THREATS MADE 10 LYNCH NEGRO 


Two White Men Cut in Fight Are

Great indignation has been 
expressed over the affair and it has been 
the chief topic of conversation at the 
resort. The people of Butts county are 
good, law-abiding citizens, however, and 
despite the feeling over the affair, there 
is little likeifhood that any troubdle’'will 
result. 

The cutting occurred on the bridge at 
Indian Spring. Howe resides about eight 
miles from Indian Spring and he visited 
the place Sunday in company with Oscar 
Pettigrew, a friend. After their arrival 
they discovered McElroy, who, it is said, 
was drinking. 

Howe and Pettigrew decided to get him 
to his home, and they were endeavoring 
to induce. him to get into Pettigrew’s 
buggy. when another buggy, containing 
& negro man and negro woman, came 
along the bridge. 

Some words passed between the parties, 
it seems, and according to statements the 
negro leaped from the buggy, pulled his 
knife and began cutting McElroy. It is 
stated that Howe and Pettigrew inter- 
fered, and that the negro then stabbed 
the former. The negro sunk the keen 
blade in Howe's ‘back, in his. stomach, 
cut him across the right arm and twice 
across the right hand.

Health Board Requires New 
Permits Every Six Weeks, 


A THOROUGH INSPECTION 


In Two Weeks All the Old Permits 
Will Expire and New Ones Be 
Demanded—Ohi.ef Inspector 
To Go Before Recorder 
Broyles. 


Within two weeks all the Jairymen in 
the city and all persons who kecp cuws 
and sell milk, if only to their neighbors, 
must make application to the board of 
health for a permit or yubject «themselves 
to a penalty. The board of health at a 
meeting held yesterday afternoon revoked 
all outstanding permits anal decided to 
aliow the dairymen until June 28th to ep- 
ply for new ones. 

This is the first step taken by the board 
in what is intended t> oe a vigurous cru- 


sade against impure, adulterated und di- 


luted milk. When the dairymen cail at 
the health board office to get their new 
permits they will be ,:ovided with »lanks 
containing a number cf questions to ke 
answered. The questions must be sutis- 
factorily answered 
be issued, 

When all the new permits are :ssued the 
board wil] have in ‘ts possession acct.rate 
data showing the Aumber of dairytnen in 
the city, where they are located, the aver- 
age number of cows milke'], the emount 
of milk sold, quality and quantity of fecd 
stuff used, nature of pasturage, how tne 
cows are stalled and s number of other 
points relating to the general sanitary 
condition of the dairy. From this infcr- 
mation the board will frame a sct of 
rules and regulations for the observance 
of the dairymen. A copy of the new rules 
will be furnished to each dairyman ond 
he will be required to rigidly adhere to 
them, 

Permits To Be Renewed. 

The new permits to be issued within the 
next two weeks will expire six weeks 
from the date of issue and musi be renew- 
ed at the expiration of that time. It is 
not improbable that the board will ¢o 
before council] and ask that a license 
based on a sliding scale te imposed cn 
the dairymen. 

The action of the board was taken on 
motion of Dr. Bizzeli, chairman cf the 
milk committee, who submitted a report 
recommending the pian that was adopted, 

On motion of Dr. Beason, Chief Moye 
was instructed io appear before the re- 
corder the next time’a milk dealer was 
arrested charged with selling adulterated 
milk and to request Judge Broyles to 
impose a heavy fine. Chier Hooe wes in- 
structed to tell the recorder that he 2p- 
peared by action of the board of health. 
Dr. Benson said that in his opinion the 
imposition of $5 and $10 fines did not deter 
milkmen who were inclined to break the 
law. He urged that the recorder be im- 
pressed with the necessity of imposing 


heavy fines.

REPORT ON GEORGIA TROOPS. 


Adjutant General Sends a Detailed 

Statement to the War Depart- 

ment at Washington. 

Pursuant to request from the war de- 
partment, the adjutant general's office 
yesterday sent to Washington a detailed 
report showing the strength of the mil- 
itary in Georgia. 

According to this statement there is a 
total of 4,806 troops in the state, of which 
4,176 are white and 630 colored. These afte 
divided into five regiments of infantry, 
one battalion of infantry, colored, one 
eavalry regiment, one battalion of heavy 
artillery, three battalions of light artil- 
lery—two white and one colored. 

The total of infantry is 3,929, cavalry 
472, heavy artillery 214, and light artillery 
153. These figures do not include staff of- 
ficers and hospital corps. The First reg- 
iment of infantry, with about 700 men, is 
the largest in the state, and the Fifth is 
a close second with about 670. 

These reports are sent to the war de- 
partment annually, about January Ist, 
and at other times only when asked for.

‘10 MANSLAUGHTER 


Grand Jury Brings Bill Against Golden 
| B. Dunten. 


THE CASE IS INVESTIGATED 


Many Witnesses Called but Only Six 
Were Heard on Yesterday. 


CHARGE OF MURDER DISMISSED

Under the Indictment the Extreme 
‘ P enalty for .Dunton Is Three 
4 Years in Penitentiary. 


‘The grand jury yesterday indicted G. 
8. Dunton, yard conductor of the South- 
ern Railway Company, on the charge of 
involuntary manslaughter. After a 
‘thorough investigation of the case the ju- 
rors decided that Dunton’s connection 
with the recent fatal wreck did not war- 


rant the charge. of murder, on which he} 


was boumf over in the recorder’s court. 
The bill of indictment contains two 
counts, the first charging Dunton with in- 
voluntary manslaughter in the commis- 
sion of an unlawfu! act, and the second 
charging him with involuntary man- 
slaughter in the commission of a lawful 
act without due caution and cifcumspec- 
tion. The first count is based on Dunton 
being on the fatal engine without having 
a@ proper knowledge of its operation, and 
the second on his being in the employ of 
the road and not having used proper care. 
The first count is a felony and the pen- 
alty is imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for not less than one year and not more 
than three years. The second count is a 
misdemeanor and the penalty is a fine 
of $1,000 or twelve months in the county 
chaingang, or six months in jail, either 
or all in the discretion of the court. 
Five or six witnesses appeared before 
the jury. They were the same witnesses 
who testified in the hearing before Re- 
cord Broyles. A large number of witnesses 
were summoned and were present, but 
the remainder were excused. 
Brotherhood Representat've Present. 
W. C. Puckett, chairman of the special 


committee appointed by the Brotherhood | 


of Railroad Trainmen to look after Dun- 
ton’s interests in the case, remained near 
the grand jury room during the hearing. 
The brotherhood has employed Attorney 
Ed Brown as leading counsel for Dunton 
and Mr. Puckett was endeavoring to gain 
all the information possible in reference 
to the case. 

The charge of involuntary manslaughter 
is bailable and Solicitor Charlie D. Hill 
yesterday afternoon fixed the bond of 
Dunton at $1,@0.. The prisoner has not yet 
made the bond, but it is announced that 
this will be done today. It was stated 
yesterday afternoon that a bond could 
be secured without any trouble, 

The case has been set for trial Monday 
before Judge Candler in the criminal su- 
perior court. 
will not be reached until later in the 
week. Much attention has been attracted 
tO*the ‘case’ ahd’ the outcome will be 
watched with great interest. 

The nature of the case is very unusual. 
SoNcitor Hill states that he has never 
tried a similar case since he has been so- 
licitor and also that he never heard cf 
one being tried in the state of Georgia.

Measure Licensing. Turf Exchanges 
Not to Be Considered. 


MINHINNETT HAS DECIDED 


Says He Will Respect Wishes of the 
City Ministers. 


-_—- 


NO. DESIRE TO PROVOKE DISCUSSION 


Paper Will Not Come Up for Action 
by Members of Council, as Had 
Been Expected. 


It is now probable that there will be 
neither majority nor minority reports on 
the proposed ordinance seeking to license 
turf exchanges in the city of Atlanta. 
The paper will be withdrawn from fur- 
ther consideration and council next Mon- 
day afternoon will doubtless have only 
those ordinances to act upon which 
Councilman Kontz has introduced. 

The ordinance to be withdrawn was 
introduced at the beginning of the year 
and was fathered by Councilmamg Min- 
hinnett. It provided that the exchanges 
now betng operated outside the city be 
brought inside, licensed heavily and put 
under stringent police regulations, mi- 
nors being excluded. !In committee meet- 
ings when these turf exchange ordi- 
nances were being considered, he con- 
tended it was better to license the ex- 
changes and prevent boys from betting, 
than to allow them to be operated out- 
side the limits where they could not be 
regulated by ordinance. 

Mr. Minhinnett’s decision to ask for the 
withdrawal of the ordinance was due 
largely to opposition.on the part of min- 
isters and members of the police board. 
During an informal discussion of the 
matter yesterday between members of 
the police committee and the police com- 
missioners several of the board stated 
that they were opposed to licensing ex- 
changes. | 

In withdrawing the ordinance Mr. Min- 
hinnett stated that he did so not only in 
deference to the opinion of the ministers, 
but also because he had no desire to pro- 
voke a discussion over a moral question 
at this time, as everything appeared to 
be moving smoothly. He said he would 
communicate his wishes to Councilman 
Kontz, chairman of the:spectal turf ex- 
change committee, and that the paper 
would not come up for action by council. 

“While I have not changed my views 
upon the matter,’’ said he, ‘‘and while 
the other members of the police com- 
mittee still agree with me upon the 
proposition that it would be better to 
have the turf exchanges in Atlanta, 
where they can be regulated by the po- 
lice department, I have decided that it 
would be unwise to cause a discussion of 
a moral question like this. I have the 
utmost respect for the opinions of the 
ministers and for the views of the board 
of police commissioners. They are op- 
posed to the ordinance and I have there- 
fore decided not to have the matter con- 
sidered by council. I am still firmly con- 
vinced that unregulated exchanges on 
the outside of the city are Vastly more 
dangerous to the moral welfare of our 
citizens than the satfe exchanges in the 
center of town operated under the proper 
police regulations: Amd in a manner to 
conform to the ideas of the police board.”’
